Ithlcal  hedonism  la  aa  dasfarous  a  doctrine 
as  can  be  placed  before  mankind.  It  is  danger- 
oua  because  it  is  an  offence  to  society  that  any- 
one should  act  on  the  principle  that  ha  may  do 
what  he  will  provided  It  gives  him  personal 
aatlafactlon.  There  is  no  religion  in  such  a  course 
of  action,  however  it  may  be  reconciled  with 
doctrines  of  aelf -realisation  and  aelf -expression. 
In  the  lives  of  Indlvlduala  who  follow  this  path- 
uay  there  la  no  intention  of  living  after  the 
ethical  prlnclplea  which  guided  the  career  of  the 
Bon  of  Ood  while  on  earth.  They  can  have  no 
desire  to  identify  themselves  with  the  alms  and 
moUvea  which  actuated  the  life  of  Christ.  On

proved  a  restraining,  If  not  a  pre- 
servative, force  In  the  history  of 
human  society,  and  has  malnUlned 
iU  present-di^  exlstenoe  ta  apiU 
of  the  many  sinister  attacks  out- 
dde  and  taslde  lU  nominal  ranks, 
resting  as  tt  does  upon  the  two 
basic  facts— the  Divine  origin  and 
supreme  authority  of  the  Scrtptures 
and  the  perfeet  humaatty  and

The  vegetation  was  a  source  of  much  intereet. 
The  meuntato  aldas  were  eovered  wUh  a  dense

Interspersed  were  balsam,  hem- 
lock, and  in  the  lower  and  damper  partis 
cedar,  birch  and  alder.

Near  the  entrance  to  the  little  home  town  of 
the  Miaanne  la  the  Virgin's  Fountain.  Creeds 
and  archaeologists  may  dispute  the  authenticity 
of  various  spots  that  are  enshrined,  but  at  the 
foniltaln,  with  Ita  blooming  garden,  we  stood 
on  undisputed  ground.  It  Is  the  only  spring 
In  Nazareth,  and  madonnas  still  were  coming 
and  going  to  and  finm  it  as  in  the  dayi  \«i 
Mary,  their  costumes  a  riot  of  color  and  their 
water  Jugs  tilted  jauntily  on  erect  and  often 
pretty  bfada  aa  they  fdaalpad  In  pain  aleag 
their  w^. 

While  we  watched  this  never-ending  pro- 
eeaalon,  two  awn  came  to  the  apring  hoiiae, 
where  one  of  them,  apparently,  in  suTordance

people:  w«  ara  told  that  thla  la  tha  height 
from  which  the  orthodox  nelRhbor.s  of  Jcsiw 
would  have  hurled  Him.  Mount  Tabor,  rising 
high  above  our  winding  road,  la  Uw  traditional 
aetee  of  thia  Tranaf  IguraMan. 

Spread  below  u.s  wa.s  the  volvrt  Rrr<>n  carpet 
of  the  plain  variously  called  £!>draelon,  Jezreel 
and  Meglddo.  whleh  mocks  the  q;>lrlt  of  the 
Prince  of  Peace.  For  It  has  been  a  oockplt  of 
war  through  all  recorded  time  .  .  .  from 
the  daya  of  the  Pharaohs,  the  HltUtaa.  Xnra- 
elttr.s,  MidiRnlte.<(,  PhllLstlnes.  Greeks  axMl  Ro- 
mans to  the  days  of  the  Crusftden  and  tha 
Bftrftcena.  the  Ttuka  and  the  tmuih  and  fi- 
nally, of  the  BrltL-.h.  the  OermarLs  and  the 
Turks,  where  AUenby  overthrew  the  allied 
•mjr  of  the  Siiltaa  nd  tha-XftlMr. 

Here  Barak  and  Slaera.  Oideon,  Saul  and 
Jonathan,  Baladln  and  Napoleon  have  come 
like  challengers  to  a  prise-  ring.  Now  It  Udee 
the  time  appointed  In  Revelations  for  Arma- 
geddon, the  last  battle  of  all  to  trample  tbeae 
pleaaani  and  fruitful  fleMa. 


At  in  Days  of  Abraham 

CLIMlilNfi  into  the  stony,  bare  mountalas 
of  Samaria,  which  yet  are  somehow 
inantlfal  ta  their  entUttei.  we  wen  in  the 
Palestine  of  the  Old  Te.stament.  over  which 
tha  centuries  have  passed  like  Summer  clouds 
and  left  It  very  mneh  aa  It  mnat  have  been  in 
the  days  of  Abraham.  The  railroads  mastly 
avoid  these  rugged  helf^ta,  and  the  ZloolsU 
Wlaaly  prefer  the  fertile  rales  and  the  low- 
land!, where  they  are  valiantly  striving  to 
tranaform  the  old  home  of  their  race  Into  a 
twentieth  century  conuntmlty. 

But  tlmo  stands  still  up  here  In  theee  aterile 

hllLs.  The  Arab.s  prftbably  live  hi  the  .•<ame 
type  of  houses  today  as  when  thejr  left  off 
their  nenadle  life  and  ftaat  put  a  roof  over 
their  heads.  Here  and  there  are  the  blach 
tents  of  the  Bedouins,  who  sUU  cling  to  the 
old  rodmlAg.  wa^s.  Bovta%  abool  with  their 
animals  and  all  their  pos^cvdons. 

Bearded,  whlfea-Alrted  men,  out  of  the  pic- 
tnre  peges  In  the  family  Bible,  driving  plova 
drawn  by  an  ass  or  a  came!,  ko  on  scratching 
the  lean  earth  with  wooden  shares  in  little 
p^ehea  of  wheat  ftnd  othsr  grains. 

The  camel  has  never  resigned  hlmsalt  to  be 
a  man's  beast  of  burden,  but  has  kept  up, 
through  the  ages,  a  aurly  growl  of  piotaat

the  traditional  landmark  of  the  Incident  where 
Joseph  and  Mary,  valklng  home  from  Jem- 
aalem,  missed  their  twelve-year-old  Boy  and 
tumod  back  to  find  Him  talking  vlth  the  eldcn 
In  the  temple. 

From  the  brov  of  a  hill  a  little  farther  on 
w«  saw  the  far-^>readlng  suburb  that  has 
sprung  up  outside  the  valla  of  the  Holy  Olty 
and  hidden  it  from  Vlav.  Tbla  brlUlant  nev 
Jerusalem  looks  as  nev  as  a  boom  city  In 
Florida,  and  possibly  it  Is  In  as  much  danger  ef 
wrtlaptlfg  from  over-inflation. 

Pass  within  the  Jaffa  Gate  and  In  a  few 
steps  more  you  have  left  behind  the  chang- 
ing wld.  vhleh  beats  and  breaks  against  the 
old  city  vail.  Here  the  d^piygd  svarm  of  the 
Orient  survive  and  ImafMNftl  customs  are 
petrified. 

No  wheeled  vehicle  can  negotiate  this  tangle 
of  steep,  narrow  lanes,  where  the  donkey  and 
ttu  human  back  ara  the  only  naana  of  trans- 
port :  where  the  rays  of  the  aUB  Iftrdy  pene- 
trate except  at  Meridian. 

Before  the  open  froola  a(  the  Uttle  ahopi 
mo.st  of  the  chattering  trade  of  the  city  Is 
uansacied  out  in  the  dark  streets.  Although 
the  JInr,  the  Moalem  and  the  Chrlattan  each 
has  hLs  separate  quarter,  they  neoessarlly 
mingle  In  their  comings  and  goings,  patlefltly 
getting  along  with  one  another  untu  from  the 
outside  a  fire-brand  tossed  Into  the  tinder 
box.  which  bursU  forth  Into  a  flame  of  sec-

DESOBVDDfO  In  the  Christian  quarter  en 
a  slippery  pavement  whew  stones  are 
worn  smooth  by  the  feet  of  generations,  we 
peas  aluvB  mostly  given  over  to  roaarles,  ent- 
clfixe.«i.  altar  candles  and  religious  souvenirs, 
and  come  to  the  squat  Church  of  the  Holy 
Sepulchre,  from  Whose  square  the  former  traf • 
(Iclccr.s  In  Christian  fymbols  have  been  driven. 
Within  the  church,  bearded  friars  are  cele- 
brating Maaa.  In  the  preaanee  of  a  orawd,  al- 


Bv 
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tPTin-rly  standing  and  kneeling.  On  the  floor 
I.:  A  group  of  Bethlehem  women  In  the  dla- 
Unotlve  coatume  of  that  town,  their  pale  faoae 
and  often  blue  eyes  seeming  to  corroborate 
the  tradition  that  in  the  veliu  of  the  Beth- 
lahanHaa  eouraes  tha  blood  of  the  Crusaders. 

Hie  one  significant  difference  that  the  years 
had  brought  in  this  t>cene,  aiul  the  only  sig- 
nificant difference  that  I  have  seen  vlthln 
the  walls  of  Jerusalem,  met  my  eye  at  the  en- 
trance to  the  church.  Guarding  the  door  hi 
1813,  Turkish  soldiers,  after  the  manner  of  the 
chalrloss  Bast,  sat  crcaslegged  In  a  reeeaa  In 
the  vail  somevhat  above  the  floor,  vhera  no)v 
British  poUce  dangle  thMr  leal  vm  tin  adfa 
of  the  elevated  seat. 

For  400  years  before  the  World  War  the 
Turks  had  held  possession  of  this  supreme 
shrine  of  the  Christians'  world.  They  llad 
learned  by  hard  experience  to  be  aealous  can- 
takers  of  Its  peace,  lest  aome  Western  povar 
ahould  find  convenient  excuse  for  intervening. 
Just  aa  Russia  had  made  the  protection  of  the 
holy  places  a  pretext  for  the  Crimean  War. 

I  recollect  watching  a  soldier  of  the  Sultan 
relieve  another  in  the  crypt  of  the  Church  of 
the  Nativity  at  Bethlehem,  jrhen  the  one  vho 
vaa  going  off  duty  took  the  hand  of  his  sue- 
cesaor  and  together  they  touched  tha  screws 
in  tha  star  vhleh  marks  tha  btrthpiaea  to 
make  aura  that  none  vaa  nlaaing. 

Hirough  the  Centuries 

n'RN  now  to  the  Ma.ss  in  the  Church  of 
the  Holy  Sepukshre.  A  lean-Jawed 
Briton,  standing  on  the  atepa  of  the  altar, 
touches  the  vizor  of  his  military  cap  at  the 
Bevatlon  of  the  Host.  Behind  him  ara  the 
pale  ahadowa  of  his  predeoeaaon  in  a  long  Una 
that  runs  baek  to  the  age  when  a  Roman  stood 
when  he  atands.  only  to  be  replaced,  in  turn, 
by  a  aoldler  of  Oonstantlne'i  lastem  KBipln. 
who  was  supplanted  for  a  brief  Interval  by  an 
Invading  Peralan.  and  next  by  a  Saraoen.  vho 
holatad'ftbaaa  tha  Ooiy  Clt/  of  tha  OmaUana 
the  green  bani^  of  Xalam,  thirteen  centuries 
ago.  vhereat  the  Orusader  came  out  of  Kurope 
and  reeeued  the  Beptilehn  from  Infidel  handa 
for  nearly  thr  .<ipaoe  of  a  century,  after  which 
a  warrior  of  Saladln  took  the  watch  again  for 
Islam,  but  vas  In  due  course  pushed  aside  by 
a  barbarous  coreligionist,  the  Turk,  who  rhvo 
way  to  this  Englishman  only  In  1917,  when  the 
crescent  of  the  Moslems  was  lowered  and  the 
red  standard  of  St.  George  run  up— the  flnt 
cross  raised  above  Jerusalem  in  the  more  than 
six  centuries  since  the  furling  of  the  many- 
pointed  cross  of  the  Crusaders. 

Against  that  background  the  soldier  of 
George  V  with  his  hand  to  hia  cap.  becomea 
only  a  participant  in  a  routine  changing  of 
the  guards  at  this  altar  of  the  Kingdom  of 
Beaven,  vhleh  haa  seen  ao  many  kingdoms  of 
earth  rise  and  fall. 

Who  shall  be  the  next  to  stand  guard  here 
in  that  day,  foretold  by  Macaulay-^a  day  that 
befalls  all  empires  and  nation*— vhen  a  trav- 
eler from -New  Zealand  shall  take  his  seat  on 
a  broken  arch  of  London  Bridge,  in  tha  mldat 
of  a  vast  solitude,  to  sketch  the  ruMa  of  St. 
Paul's?  .  .  .  Dare  we  de.spair  that  mankind 
some  time  will  escape  this  stupid  rotation  In  a 
vicious  circle  and,  at  laat.  embark  on  the  great 
adventure  of  arming  Itaclf  against  time  and 
destrucUon  vlth  the  spirit  Of  Him  to  whom 
thia  ftltftr  waa  ralaadf 


Shrines  of  Britain  s  Glory

Carlisle 

THE  ancient  dty  of  Carlisle  In  the  ex- 
treme northveat  comer  of  England  has 
had  an  eventful  hlatory,  vhleh  can  be

It  is  the  sticressor  of  an  older  cl»y  which  lay 
to  tha  aouth  of  the  modem  Carlisle,. and  which 
oftaa.lnlft  ftilatenee  vhen  tha  great  fortifica- 
tion known  a.'^  Hadrian's  Wall  was  being  con- 
structed by  the  Romans  In  the  year  122  A.D. 
IMS  ae-eaOad  wall  waa  odglnally  nothing  more 
than  a  hlfth  mound  of  earth  with  a  deep  ditch 
on  either  side  of  It,  but  It  was  soon  replaced 
by  ft  MftMlve  barrier  of  stone,  fourteen  fiat  In 
height,  and  from  six  to  elRht  feet  in  thickness, 
which  extended  from  Wallsend  on  the  River 
T^na  to  Bowneae  on  the  Mwajr,  a  distance  of 

Miantj  four  mlle.<!.  and  which  was  erected  as 
ft  dafanaa  against  the  raids  of  the  Plcts.  Very 
little  la  known  of  the  hlatory  of  tha  earlier 
city  beyond  the  fact  that  It  was  an  Important 
military  sutlon,  but  by  the  commencement  of 
the  foorlh  eentury  U  had  bean  abandoned  and 
a  new  and  prosperous  city,  known  as  Lugu- 
valllum.  had  arisen  on  the  site  of  the  modern 


The  earliest  record  'hat  we  have  of  the  city 
In  Baxon  days  la  dated  685,  in  which  year 
Oaar-Luel.  aa  tha  elty  waa  then  knawn.  waa 
given  by  Bcgfrlth,  King  of  Northumbrta,  to  St. 
Cutbbert  to  form  part  of  the  ancient  blahoprlc 
ef  Lladktfana.  It  waa  than  a  thiekljr  popu- 
lated and  thriving  city,  and  so  continued  for  a 
couple  of  centuries,  at  tha  end  of  which  it  vas 
deetroyed  by  the  Danee.  In  lOM  tha  alta  wfta 
selected  by  William  Rufus  as  the  political 
centre  of  the  northern  counties  of  Bogland, 
•nd  the  elty  waa  entirely  rabvUt.  The  aaaei 
Important  bulldlnc  in  the  new  city  was  the 
naaalve  castle,  which  waa  destined  to  play  a 
prooteent  port  tai  the  hialoffy  of  Britain  far 
the  next  seven  centuries,  and  during  the 
progress  of  the  fierce  and  frequent  border  wars 
ft  large  garflaon  waa  walntftlnad  *t  tha  aaatla.

aeventeanth  century  the  city  vu  a  stronghold 
of  the  FarlianMntarlftila,  vho  vara  eventually 
forced  to  stirrendar  It'^  ^  Boottlsh  Royalist 
army  after  a  siege  of  nine  months;-  and  In 
16S1.  Whan  Oharlea'n  Invaded  Bigland  vlth 
the  aid  of  tho  Beota,  he  wa.s  proclaimed  king 
at  Carllala,  bttt  a  month  later  his  army  vaa 
routed  at  Worcester,  and  he  vas  compelled  to 
return  to  the  Continent  wherp  he  remained 
until  the  Restoration  of  the  Monarchy  In  16M. 

Feb  Into  Hands  of  Scots 

IN  1745  Carllala  again  fett  into  the  handa  ef 
the  Scots  after  a  siege  of  a  week,  and 
"Bonnie  Prince  Charlie  "  rode  Into  the  city  on 
a  mllk-vhlU  ataed.  preeeded  by  the  •Owndrad 
pipers  ■  of  the  famous  Jacobite  .'^ong.  He  ad- 
vanced lnt.0  ^Ingland  as  far  as  Derby,  where 
his  aottthvftfd>mareh  vaa  atopped,  and  he  and 
hL<?  army  were  forced  back  Into  Scotland  by 
the  "Bloody  Butcher, "  the  Duke  of  Cumber- 
land, and  tha  laat  liatag  tai  tha  eanaa  af  tha 
Stuarts  was  ai  an  end 

The  warfare  in  which  the  dtlaens  of  Car- 
lisle wert  constantly  engaged  until  the  middle 
of  the  eighteenth  century  gave  them  but  little 
chance  to  develop  .any  extensive  industrlai 
pursuits,  ind  the  modem  commeKlal  impor- 
tanre  of  the  city  commenced  with  the  Intro- 
duction of  tha  steam  railroad  about  a  century 
agOk  alnoe  whkh  time  it  has  been  one  of  the 
meat  laportftBt  rattwfty  aatna  In  Mtlftnd. 

The  mo.^t  hl.tforl'-  of  the  many  ancient  build-

T  T  T  HEN  the  nevs  of  the  surrender  of  the 

Imperial  garrison  under  Col.  Preston 

at  Tort  St.  John  on  the  Richelieu 
to  the  Aaerloan  army  .under  Oen.  Richard 
Montgomery,  on  the  afternoon  of  November 
2,  1775,  reached  the  city  of  Montreal.  Sir  Ouy 
Carleton.  the  Oovemor  of  the  oolony,  aaw 
little  In  the  settlement  to  encourage  hhn. 
The  Indians  took  leave.  The  remains  of  the 
mlhtta  from  the  parlahea  deaerted.  and  the 
rlti/en.-;,  frlRhtened  bo•^.h  by  the  invaders  In 
open  arms  and  traitors  within,  were  ready  to 
aurrender  their  houMa  on  tha  beat  poaatUe 
t«taa  they  eouM  procure. 

Convinced  that  he  couid  nnf  defend  the 
long,  rickety  wall  of  the  city  with  a  following 
of  less  than  150  eoldlara  and  ft  fraetlen  of  the 
townspeople,  and  realizing;  that  It  was  no  part 
of  his  duty  to  ensure  the  triumph  of  the 
enemy  by  throwing  himerif  Into  their  hands. 

he  made  plan.s  for  ewape  Councils  between 
the  military  and  citizens  were  held,  and  If  no 
ralBforcementa  arrived  in  the  meanttane. 
capitulation  was  agreed  upon  Official  papers 
and  baggage  were  transferred  aboard  several 
armed  veeeela  held  In  readinaea  for  a  quMt  de- 
scent to  Quebec,  and,  when  the  Intelligence  of 
the  near  approach  of  the  Invading  army  be- 
came known,  military  atores  foUowed.  whae 
other  supplies  were  destroyed.  Cannons  were 
spiked  and  rammed  full  of  balls,  and  boaU 
that  could  not  be  taken  damoHahed.  Oen.

Oaapa,  at  which  the  urRenry  of  Carleton's 
eeeapo  ftnd  preeenoe  at  Quebec  was  insisted 
upon.   Upon  the  advlea  of  Ms  eomradea 

Carleton  dreved  quickly  In  the  gul.se  ■  of  a 
French  Canadian  habitant,  and,  accompanied 
by  aaveiftl  ef  Ma  ofltoera.  embarked  en  a 
Wtlftla  boat  and  with  muffled  oars  pulled  out 
Into  tha  river.  The  darkness  and  the  storm 
aided  their  eeoape.  It  was  »  fight  agataat 
tremendoua  odds.  The  wind  bMrreted  them  at 
every  turn,  the  snow  obliterated  all  sense  of 
direction.  Through  the  narrow  channel  of 
Ile-du  pas,"  under  the  frowning  guns  of  the 
American  battery,  the  crew  dipped  their 
lingers  In  the  icy  waters  and  paddled  the  boat 
vlth  the  palms  of  their  hands.

Garden  Week  by  Week

The  Dangerous  Worm 

THE  writer  has  often  been  chaffed  by  hi* 
friends  for  his  hatred  of  worm*.  He  has  al- 
ways beUeved  that  worm*  do  a  great  deal  of 
harm  to  the  rock  garden  and  to  the  lawn. 
As  far  a*  the  latter  contention  Is  concerned, 
he  find*  that  an  eminent  horticultural  author- 
ity. Itsglnald  Beale.  FI<.S..  bcar.s  him  out  He 
says:  "Worms  are  the  worst  pests  that  attack 
turf;  they  riddle  the  soU  and  turf  to  tach  an 
extant  that  It  becomes  unnaturally  muddy  and 
."^oft.  which  cannot  be  corrected  by  rolling,  and 
otherwise  strong  turf  is  made  tender  and  soon 
wsars  out  Thay  cover  the  surface  with  slimy 
casts,  which  not  only  foul  the  turf,  but  when 
trodden  or  rolled  down,  actually  snothsr  out 
ths  flaa  grassss.  aad  ths  damafls  their  40  Bww« 
ing  machines  is  past  belief  " 

"Although  there  U  no  apparent  connection 
between  worms  and  wseds.  thsy  ars  closely 
allied.  lna.smuch  as  their  .slimy  casts  make 
wonderful  seed  beds  for  weeds,  and  in  conse- 
qusaes  thsy  are  always  fouad  fgstlig  aad 
more  or  le«s  In  ratio" 

Now  here  is  the  way  to  destroy  worms. 
Lsava  the  turf  unreOad  for  ssvsml  days,  aad 
so  allow  the  worms  to  open  up  their  runs. 
Select  a  dull,  muggy,  warm  day  when  the 
giouad  is  moist  and  the  worms  working  ac- 
ttnly.  Then  broadcast  one  of  the  well-ad- 
vortised  worm  killing  powders  at  the  rate  of 
eight  ounces  to  ths  square  yard  and  water  it 
to  at  once,  using  as  much  water  a.'*  posalble. 
Hm  affect  Is  instontaneous  and  the  worms, 
tana  and  small,  atrugfla  to  tha  aartoea  and 
die. 

To  avoid  disappointment,  treat  a  yard  or 
two  as  a  trial.  The  ftnt  worm  should  bs  on 

the  surface  within  a  minute  after  applying 
the  water,  fifteen  or  twenty  in  five  minutes, 
aad  ft  huadrsd  or  omts  to  half  aa  hour.

Experimental  Work 

>     J.  HASTINGS,  of  the  Saanlchton  Lab- 
.V*  oratory,  has  mads  aa  sstanslva  and  to- 
tensive  study  of  tha  sxaet  oondltloaa  rsgulrad 

for  the  effective  control  of  the  eelworm  para- 
site. He  has  found  that  as  soon  as  the  bulb* 
are  lifted  th*  nematode*  go  toto  a  stage  Quito 
resistant  to  high  temperatures,  parUcularly 
when  the  bulto  dry  out.  Cool,  dark,  well 
aerated  conditions  ars  oonssqusntly  ths  bsst 
storage  conditions  from  the  time  of  lifting  to 
the  time  of  treatment,  for  when  bulta  are  loft 
in  the  sun  they  dry  out  rapidly. 

Mr.  Hastings  ha.s  proven  that  the  parasite  Is 
more  easily  destroyed  when  they  are  activated 
by  moisture.  If  pre-soaklng  has  to  Itsslf  no 
harmful  effect  on  the  bulbs,  it  may  prove  ad- 
vantageous to  soak  the  bulto  to  water  for 
twelve  to  twenty-four  hours  before  being 
placed  in  the  hot  water  bath,  particularly  if 
the  treatment  can  not  be  given  withto  a  month 
after  the  bulbs  are  Ufted.  No  deflnlto  rseom- 
mendatlcns  sre  being  made  as  yet,  tmtil  we 
know  more  about  tha  Influaaca  of  psa-aaaklng 
upon  ths  bulb  Itself. 

The  hot  water  bath  must  be  watched  care- 
fully and  only  accurate  thermometers  should 
be  used,  for  the  temperature  must  be  kept 
practically  constant.  Temperature*  tmder  112 
deg  Fahrenheit  will  not  kill  the  nematodes 
and  temperature*  over  112  deg.  Fahrenheit  will 
Injurs  toe  bulb*.  Formalin,  one-half  gallons 
to  every  100  gallons  of  water,  must  be  included 
in  the  hot  water  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
baaal-end-ret  Thi*  dlaeass  Is  distinct  from 
the  eelworm  pest,  and  it  happens  that  ths 
spores  of  basal-end-rot  are  not  destroyed  to  a 
thrss-holur  Immersion  in  hot  water  at  111  deg. 
Fahrenheit.  They  are  killed,  however,  by  ft 
weak  solution  of  formalin.  Unless  the  forma- 
Un  U  added,  a  single  bulb  tofeatad  with  baeal- 
end-rot  will  often  spread  the  disease  to  all  the 
Other  bulbs  that  are  placed  In  the  bath. 

It  pays  to  Uft  and  grade  narrtssiis  bnte 
even  though  they  are  free  from  disease.  Sev- 
eral striking  demonstrations  of  the  advan- 
tage of  Uftlag,  gradtog  aad  reptaating  oould  be 
*een  in  bulb  piantatMaa  aioaad  TMoito  and 

Vancouver  this  year.  • 

Bulb  Fly  Injury 

BULB  fly  Injury  Is  often  mistaken  for  eel- 
worm injury,  but  a  careful  wrsmtoatilon 
of  the  basal  plate  of  the  bulb  will  usually  re- 
veal the  point  of  entry  of  the  maggot  that 
hatches  from  the  fly.  No  satlsfaetory  spray 
control  has  yet  been  devlssd  that  will  prevent 
the  fly  from  depoaltlng  its  sgn  to  patches  of 
narcissus,  but  the  commercial  growers  hava 
found  that  when  they  destroy  the  maggot  to 
the  bulb  themselves  or  discard  or  bum  the  to- 
fe*t«d  bulb*,  the  pest  Is  materially  reduced. 
Aeoordlng  to  W.  Downes.  Federal  Entomolo- 
gist at  Victoria,  and  confirmed  by  our  own  ob- 
servations, the  fly  maggot  Is  very  susceptible 
to  heat  Matotalnlng  th*  bulta  for  one  hour 
to  a  bath  at  109-110  deg.  Fahrenheit  Is  suffl- 
el«nt  to  destroy  the  bulb  fly  maggot.  ThU 
short  treatment  Is  sbsolutely  *af*.  that  it  win 
never  injurs  cither  the  bloom  or  the  bulta 
themselves.  But  Just  ss  to  the  stondard  three- 
hoar  trwtnttnt  for  tha  control  of  the  nema- 
tode or  eelworm  pest,  formalin  must  ta  to- 
cluded  to  prevent  ths  spread  of  bssal-end-rot 
Other  bulb  treatment*  hsve  been  used  with 
■ueosss  for  ths  destruction  of  tha  aar- 
ty  BMggot.  Para-dk^hlor-beaBlaa,  at 
tha  rate  of  four  ouncea  per  caUe  foot  of  bulb 
•pace  is  th*  *Undard  recommendattoa.  but 
there  1*  llttl*  evidence  that  ths  4>rlakllng  of 
thla  powdar  to  a  dooed  space  Is  as  offccUve  a* 
the  OM-hour  immersion  to  a  water  bath.

Treatment  of  Iris  Bulbs

TuUp  fire  i*  the  ;ao*t 
dlsastroua  iMsiaii  ea  ths  Coast,  aad  It  aaa 
only  be  successfully  controlled  by  thoroughly 
cleaning  up  all  the  old  leaves  and  stalks. 
ThsM  must  bs  raasovsd  from  tha  field  aai 
burned.  otherwUe  each  .^talk  and  leaf  left  in 
the  held  will  become  covered  with,  the  sclerotia 
or  "rsatlng"  stage  of  the  parastto.  aad  aait

When  posslbls,  tha  bulba  ahouM  ba  llftad 
and  placed  in  new  ground,  for  ever,  with  the 
greatest  of  care  It  Is  difficult  to  malnUln  a 
tulip  plsntotka  free  fraa  tuUp  lire  If  growa 
on  the  same  ground  from  year  to  year.  Con- 
trary to  the  old  recommendations,  the  tulip* 
Should  be  stored  to  exoepttonally  cool,  but  aot 
too  dry  but  well  aerated  .storage  chambers.  If 
the  bulta  are  not  kept  reasonably  moist,  the 
browB  Jadcets  break  away  from  tha  bulba,  aad 
this  Jacket,  if  flrmly  attached  to  the  butt, 
forms  a  bamer  against  vanoua  diseases.

A  powerful  force  of  bees  ready  for  the  har- 
vest is  the  result  of  strong  colonies,  good 

during  the  Spring  and  early  Summer  months 
and  the  first  three  factors  of  thi*  combination 
ars  to  tura  dspsadsat  upon  thass  sauM  condi- 
tions being  present  the  previous  Autumn. 

The  queen  is  the  mother  of  aU  other  bees 
to  the  ooloay  aad  is,  lhaiafew,  laspeaslbls  for 
the  strength  of  the  colony,  but  to  produce  a 
Strong  colony  shs  must  ta  young  and  proliflo.

launched.  Germany  held  the 
"broom  "  with  her  Kal.srr  Wllhelm 
der  Oroftse.  but  the  day  the  British 
entry  rubbed  her  nose  into  salt,  it 
was  toowB  the  race  waa  over.  Huge 
turbines,  fed  then  by  coal,  whipped 
her  30.704  tons  acroM  the  Atlantic 
on  a  five-day  schedule,  speed  no 
ship  In  the  world  could  beat. 

For  twenty-two  years  the  Maure- 
tania beat  back  every  thrust  at  her 
supremacy.  There  was  at  that  time 
in  August,  1913,  when  tha»  new 
Rench  liner  n>ance  cleared  Chcr- 
bouTR  breakwater  abreast  of  the 

Queen. 

The  passengers  called  for  a  race, 
•nie  eaptolns  "refused  to  consider" 
one  nut  for  3.000  miles  the  two 
ships  kept  smoke  pouring  from 
their  funnels  and  .strained  every 
nerve  to  reach  Ambrose  Channel 
first  Beta  were  made  on  both  sides 
of  the  Atlantic  and  on  each  ship  as 
to  the  outcome.

Tbe  Queen  lost  her  throne  fight- 
ing. Hie  Bremen  broke  her  eigh- 
teen-year-old Cherbourg-Mew  York 
reeord  by  nine  hours.  The  Maure- 
tania. twcnty-lwo  >ears  old  then, 
broke  It  herself  a  short  time  later 
by  five  hours.  Captain  McNeill 
flinging  her  acroaa  the  aaa  In  four 
days  twenty-two  hours  and  forty- 
four  mlr.iitr.x  .'Statisticians  fl(?ured 
the     Mauretania    had     lost  the

Bat  tbe  dowager  Queen  had  not 
finished  trying.  On  July  50.  1933, 
Captain  I'ownley  gave  her  all  the 
eteam  she  enuld  take,  and  his  girt 
covered  thirty-seven  miles  (thirty- 
two  knola)  of  Caribbean  Baa  hi  one 
hour.  That  waa  a  world's  record 
tor  pa.vsenger  liners,  one  not  even 
the  Eurnpa  has  ever  approached. 

The  Mauretania  has  had  a 
erowdad.  thrtmag  Kta.  In  her  ad- 
llons  of  miles  of  travel  she  passed 
through  ordeals  of  fire  and  watet. 
did  her  bit  for  her  country  \n  tlie 
war  and  acquitted  herself  gallantly 
on  all  oacaiaoBe. 

In  her  ttaM  she  waa  the  aiost 
sought-after  ship  in  the  trade  Once 
a  party  of  547  millionaires  cl\artered 
her  for  a  alxty-aix-day  cruise  on  the 
Mediterranean.

But  UiP  hlKh  light  of  her  career 
came  In  November,  1930.  when  the 
radio  brought  in  an  SOS.  from  the 
Swedlah  freighter  Ovldla.  316  miles 
to  westward,  foundering  toi  a  heavy 
.sea  with  twenty  .seven  men.  one 
woman  and  a  eat  aboard.  That 
was  a  time  when  the  speed  that  lay 
within  her  meant  more  than  money. 

Captain  McNeill  put    her  'helm 
about  and  the  Mauretania  bit  into 
thick  head  seas.    For  eight  houi^; 
she  beat  toward  the  doomed  vessel 
arriving  In  the  nick  of  time. 

Captain  Axel  Carl:>son  had  put 
his  wife  and  crew  and  cat  Into  life- 
boats. In  such  great  haste  was  she 
that  the  dowager  Queen  ahnoet 
overshot  the  mark.  She  burst  upon 
the  wallowing  derelict  suddenly  and 
had  to  go  hard  astern  to  avoid  a 
collision.  But  everyone  and  the 
oat  were  taken  on  board  without 
mishap.  February  9,  1913,  l.s  an- 
other unforgettable  date  lii  her  his- 
tory, a  date  on  whldt  trtaHDBB  was 
marred  by  tragedy. 

On  that  day  the  whole  Atlantic, 
lashed  by  hurricane  winds,  .seemed 
to  puH  itaell  into  one  gigantic  wave 
whlcto  roae  directly  under  midships. 
The  Mauretania  shot  up  as  If 
punched.  Her  screws  fore  and  aft 
gasped  and  slineked  in  empty  air 
and  sent  a  despairing  throb  down 
her  whole  length.  Then,  a*  aha 
shuddered  down  Into  ttie  ebb,  a 
giant  comber  flung  up  over  her  bow 
iin<i  cra:>]ied  agairut  the  bridge 
seventy-five  feet  over  the  water- 
line.  TiM  comber  reared  to  the  top 
of  the  wheelhouse,  amaahed  haU- 
inch  thick  gisss,  dented  a  steel  bid- 
wark,  tore  ofT  electric  light*  aOd 
stove  in  stateroom  windows. 

"But,"  Captain  Turner  concluded 
in  telling    the    story  at  the  time, 
i  "that  was  something  like  a  boxer 
I  having  his  hair  mussed.    The  girl 
I  herself  wasn't  even  touched.  Not  a 
rivet  waa  started  by  that  ghastly 
tOBS  into  the  air  " 

The  tragedy  came  at  the  end  of 
that  day  when  the  body  of  three- 
and-one-half-year-old  Violet  Rich- 
ardson was  wrapped  In  canvas  and 
slipped  from  a  gratin«  in  the  port 
quarter  into  a  thunderous  sea. 
Violet  had  died  of  diphtheria  after 
an  operation  by  Dr.  B.  Sydney 
Jones  had  failed.  She  waa  tbe  first 
and  the  last  to  be  burled  at  eta 
from  the  Mauretania. 
SEBTBD  THBOCOBOCT  WAB 
When  war  broke  out,  the  Maure- 
tania enlisted,  lihe  was  pressed  in- 
to service  as  a  hospital  ridp  In  the 
Dardanelles  campaign,  ruahlng 
woimded  back  to  London.  And. 
later,  ahe  transported  large  chunk.s 
of  the  AJLF.  to  Prance.  Here  again 
her  speed  was  invaluaUa,  human 
life  depending  on  It. 

In  a  lifetime  of  steady,  depend- 
able service,  the  dowager  Queen 
made  two  detours  to  sow  some  wUd 
oats.  On  November  38,  lt33,  while 

being  warped  into  her  pier  In  New 
York  by  sixteen  tugs,  the  ebb  tide 
called  to  her  too  loudly  and  she 
fndlcked  off.  One  by  on*  the  six- 
teen thick  straining  hawsers  parted, 
as  if  sliced  by  a  knife,  and  the 
Queen  ended  up  some  leet  deep  in 
the  aids  Of  the  pMr. 

She  settled  down  after  that  for 
exactly  seven  years  and  three  days, 
.tnd  tlien  got  into  an  argument  with 
a  steel  car  ferry,  plodding  across 
New  York  Bay  to  Weriiawkea.  She 
butted  It  once,  and  the  ferty  went 
down  with  twenty-eight  union  to 
collect  silt  on  the  floor  of  the  bay 
The  one  man  aboard  the  ferry 
saved  hla  life  by  JtunpAng  to  th* 
lowing  tug  Just  as  her  skipper  was 
chopping  loose  from  the  sinking 
barge. 

Slnoe  then  the  Mauretania  has 
put   her  sturdy  shoulder  to  the 

wheel.  sliuttUng  back  and  forth  be- 
tween Southampton  and  Now  York 
with  monotonous  regularity  Ilils 
year.  In  eight  consooutlve  trips,  her 
time  never  varied  aMr*  than  four 
mlnutas.

After  drying,  apply  a  good  oint- 
ment designed  to  correct  ody  dand- 
ruff. You  will  nndjnany  excellent 
products  on  the  market.  In  treat- 
ing oily  dandniff.  wa-'h  the  head 
every  night  for  a  week.  In  the 
meantime,  if  you  are  given  to  exce.ss 
consumption  of  greasy,  oily  foods, 
avoid  them  and  aubotttuto  a  ^tl- 
ful  amount  of  '^^nt  looda. 

For  correcting  oily  Skins,  look  to 
the  diet  aKn  Fat  sparingly  of  but- 
ter, fat  meats  and  oil  dressings.  Put 
yourself  on  a  vagataUa  and  fruit 
diet  for  a  few  weeks  to  give  yourself 
a  general  cleaning  up.  And  take 
Immediate  steps  to  correct  faulty 
bowel  action.
